A* a reonlt of the shortage ot eoal to 19S0, the Interatat^-CoaHnaree Commtoatoa was forced to 
re«nlre the rallwayilo fnmtoh open top cars preferentially tor the liandling ot coal from June 1> to 
November 3P in order to prevent sutfartac in variona paru ot the country.

A good treatment for sheep sorrel, 

according to the United Statea De- 
partment of Agrii'ulture specialists. 
Is to apply ground limestone 2 tons 
per acre, hydrated lime I'i tons per 
acre, or quicklime 1 ion per acre. The 
quicklime can be used to advantage 
by alaeking with water and sprinkling 
the mixture freely oVer the sorrel. 
The liquid Will injure tbe leaves as 
'.veil as help correct soil acidity. Sor- 
rel can be destroyed by spraying with 
a solution of sulphate ot iron (cop- 
peras). 2 pounds to the gallon of wat- 
er. The treatment will not perman- 
ently injure grass and will destroy the 
weed if repeated as often aa the sor- 
rel tries to send out new leaves. 
Spraying Is useful where .sorrel oc- 
curs as patches In a good stand of 
grass- hnd around* rocks and fences. 
Iron sulphate is deadly to clovers and 
to many bro'ad-leaved weeds, but Is 
not injurious to animals or tbe soil. 
Sorrel can eaally be destroyed by a 
short rotation of crops. If possible, 
the rotation should be arranged so 
that the soil will be cultivated at dif- 
ferent aeasons of each year.

JaTolle water should be applied oa* 
ly to nncolored ootton or llaaa ma- 
terials, because It bleaches colors and 
rots silk or wool. In treating stains 
with Javelle water, stretch the stain- 
portion over a bowl filled with 
water and apply the Javelle water to 
the stain with a medicine dropper. 
Do not allow the Javelle water to 
remain in contact with the sUin for 
more than one minute. Apply oxalic- 
acid solution to neufrallze the Javelle 
water, and rinse by dipping the stain 
in the bowi of water. 

If allowed to remain too long in 
contact with the flbecs. Javelle water 
rots even linen and cotton materlala, 
and It should, therefore, always be 
neutralized with oxalic acid and the 
fabric rinsed thgroughly to remove 
all traces ot the chemical. Kor very 
pdrslstent sUiaa the Javelle water 
may have to hlHspplied several tlmee, 
hot should Im neatralised with oxa- 
lic-acid solnflon after each applica- 
tion. 

Prepare Javelle water as follows: 
IMssolve 1 pound of wu.shing soda In 
1 quart of cold water. To this solu- 
tion a'ild ii pound ot ordinary bleach- 
ing powder (calcium hypochlorite.) 
Filter this liquid thru a piece of mus- 
lin to remove the sediment. Keep 
the clear liquid In tightly stopper- 
ed bottles n a dark place.
